ROME, June 1—(AP)—Dissolution of all Catholic youth 


bssociations not directly connected with the national fascist 
party was announced by the government this evening. 


This development came after the Vatican had directed 


"the editor of the semi-official newspaper Osservatore Ro- 
mano to discontinue an anti-fascist editorial campaign and 
the editors of fascist newspapers had been directed by 
Premier Mussolini to stop their anti-Catholic campaign. 


BOMB, June 1—(£*)—Prospects of 
a settlement of difficulties between 
the Vatican and the Italian govern-, 
men$ emerged today from confer- 
ences by the pope and Premier Mus- 
solini with their advisers. 
At the end of & meeting with 
twenty-four cardinals of tbejCurla 
the pontiff directed the editor-of 
the newspaper Osservatore Romano 
to discontinue his editorial attacks 
on fascist students who Have parti- 
cipated in anti-Catholic demonstra- 
tions for the past week. 
At the same tune the premier 
passed the word to fascist editors 
that they were to cease their anti- 
Catholic campaigns, at least for the 
time being.

WASHINGTON, June 
1—OP)— 


The responsibility for maintaining 
domestic wheat prices today rested 
on the American fanner after more 
than a year of government stabiliza- 
tion. The farm board's authorization 
for the purchase of surplus stock to 
bolster prices ended with the ful- 
fillment of May contracts and gave 
full play to the operation of law of 
supply and demand. 
The Gram Stabilization corpora- 
tion first entered the market in 
February, 1930. Using money from 
the board's $500,000,000 revolving 
fund and advances from private 
banks, it maintained a minimum 
price of 81 cents. The average price 
has Tanged from 20 to 35 cents 
above world levels. 
200 Million Bushels On Hand. 
Speculation was renewed today as 
to the final disposition of the huge 
stocks of wheat which will total up- 
wards of 200,000,000 bushels. The 
only answer at the board was the 
reiterated statement that the sur- 
plus will be disposed of in a manner 
not to affect the domestic or world 
markets. 
The board has authorized the sale 
of 35,000,000 bushels abroad. Ap- 
proximately 25,000,000 have been 
sold. Chairman Stone said no de- 
cision had been made to sell more 
than this in, event a- good foreign 
demands-continues." It was ^believed; 
however; the'board would take'ad- 
vantage of every opportunity to dis- 
pose of portions of its holdings on 
which it -must pay heavy storage 
charges.

Supreme Court Sets Aside 


Minnesota Statute by 


5 to 4 Ruling.

"Freedom of Press Means 


Unrestrained Press," 


Says Decision. 


WASHINGTON, June 1—(AP)— 
The Supreme court today by a 5 
to 4 decision held invalid the Min- 
nesota law under which the Satur- 
day Press, Minneapolis weekly, was 
suppressed. 
Chief Justice Hughes in deliver- 
ing the majority opinion said the 
Minnesota law was in effect a cen- 
sorship and that sufficient protec- 
tion for the public from libelous or 
untrue articles was provided in the 
libel laws. 
Justice Butler delivered a dissent- 
ing opinion in which Justices Van 
Devanter, McReynolds and Suther- 
land joined. 
The liberty of the press, Hughes 
continued, prohibited restraint up- 
on publication, but made publishers 
liable for what is printed. T h e 
freedom of the press meant an un- 
restrained press, lie added, and 
would not permit censorship in 
times of peace. 
It was sufficient for the protec- 
tion of the public to make the pub- 
lication of scandalous and defama- 
tory articles punishable under the 
libel laws, lie said.

TAFT ADDRESSES 
SENIORS ON ART 


N. U. Baccalaureate Is 


Given by Sculptor at 


Stuart Theater. 


Deplores American Lack 


Of Appreciation for 


Great Works. 


Declaring that art represents the 


highest emotion of man and that 
we Americans arc missing too much 
of life beause of our lack of appre- 
ciation of art. Dr. Lorado Taft of 
Chicago, one of the greatest sculp- 
tors of the day, opened the sixtieth 
annual commencement exercises at 
the University of Nebraska with the 
baccalaureate address Sunday after- 
noon at the Stuart theater. 
"We are often so busy living," he 


averred, "that we fail to make a 
life." Dr. Taft told of the part 
sculptors had taken in history, say- 
ing that, "it is only when people 
feel something is really important 
that they have " sculptors make 
memorials to their great emotions." 
He discussed the great works of art 
and deplored the lack of apprecia- 
tion for them. 
During the world war, Dr. Tafb 


was in Prance lecturing to the sold- 
iers on the history of art. But after 
discovering that they could not ap- 
preciate the great cathedrals that 
abound in northern France, he 
changed his theme to a simple one. 
Dr. Taft spoke at length of the 
emotion that inspired the people of 
the fourteenth and fifteenth cen- 
turies to create tHe great cathedrals 
of Europe. 


Thrill In Buildinr- 
"If we could feel some of the thrill 
that those builders experienced," he 
lamented. "Every man, woman and 
child in those cities was consecrated 
to the task of building a great monu- 
ment to their god." These were 
built during the dark ages and yet 
we look back at that period of his- 
tory as a time of depredation. 


Dr. Taft spoke of the beauty of 


these buildinjis and said, "It seems 
to me, as an artist, that the chief 
result of war is the destruction of 
art." The art of the early Greeks 
was discussed by the speaker, who 
said that Christianity paid no 
greater tribute to its Madonna than 
the Greeks did to their goddess 
Athena. He said that the great 
works of art in Greece were inspired 
by the people's worship of their 
gods. 
•The fine arts orchestra played the 
processional, "Pomp and Circum- 
stance" and the Sixth Symphony 
by Tschaikowsky. Dr. Dean R. Le- 
land, Presbyterian student pastor, 
gave the invocation and benedic- 
tion.

Yesterday, Pope Pius celebrated 
his 74th birthday. Flags flew from 
public buildings in the papal state, 
messages of congratulation and af- 
fection poured In fronvall over the 
world. 
But It was an anxious day for 
the head of the Catholic church. 
Fascist antagonism toward the Vati- 
can grows more intense. Fascist 
authorities have raided and closed 
all Catholic clubs In Rome, Includ- 
ing three playgrounds financed by 
American Knights of Columbus. 


The Catholic organization called 
"Catholic Action" accused of poli- 
tical agitation, hostile to Fascism, is 
ordered dissolved by Mussolini, in 
all its branches. And the pope, 
facing such hostility, feeling com- 
pelled to cancel the Italian Eucha- 
ristic congress, called for next week, 
speaks at his birthday as "one of 
the saddest days of my life." 


The sadness of the pontiff is ac- 
centuated, doubtless, by a feeling of 
Isolation in Europe. In other days, 
he would have felt himself strongly 
supported, on one side by Spain, on 
the other by Austria, both devoted 
to the church, then, now changed. 


It is Impossible to exaggerate the 
historical importance of this anti- 
religious outbreak, developing with 
such suddenness in Italy and Spain, 
two most deeply Catholic countries, 
hitherto.

MELLON PLANS 
FOR BOND ISSUE 


OF $800,000,000 


Short Term Securities 


Will Be Retired With 


Proceeds. 


WASHINGTON, June 1—(AP)— 


A long term bond issue totaling 
$800,000,000 will be offered to the 
public June 15 by the treasury. The 
proceeds will be used to retire short 
term securities. 
As Secretary Mellon announced 
this move in government financing 
yesterday in the face of a $1,000,- 
000,000 treasury deficit, the com- 
merce department reported that 
business conditions generally in 
Apnl showed improvement. 
April was described by the com- 
merce department as "the third 
consecutive month in which the voL- 
ume of business in the 
United 
States, after allowing for normal 
seasonal trends, showed further 
slight expansion from, the low levels 
established in January, while "the 
seasonal decline occuring in early 
May has been slightly larger than 
usual."Bonds Mature In 1949. 
The new treasury bonds will ma- 
ture in 1949. They will bear 3% per 
cent interest and will be redeem- 
able after June. 15, 1946. Replacing 
$589,000,000 in certificates of ondebt- 
edness, they will reduce the short 
term debt to about 
$2,900,000*000. 


The balance will be used to pay in- 
ijerest on the public debt and to 
meet other obligations. 
The issue will help the treasury 


simplify its short term debt prob- 
lem, but will have slight effect on 
the deficit this fiscal year ending 
June 30. Treasury officials expect 
an expenditure of $4,435,000,000 by 
then, with the total income amount- 
ing to but $3,000,000,000, due to de- 
creases in income tax and customs 
receipts; 


Manufacturers Output Grows. 
In its survey of current business, 
the commerce department said the 
output of manufacturers in April, 
was larger than in March, "owing 
chiefly to greater than seasonal im- 
provement in the food products, 
automobile, leather, shoe, cement 
and tobacco industries, while iron, 
steel, and nonferrous metal produc- 
tion was smaller than in the pre- 
ceding month." 


Some improvement • In employ- 


ment was noted in manufacturing 
and mining industries in the sur- 
vey, but a decrease was reported in 
building construction. Textile indus- 
tries maintained recent gains at 
March levels with the cotton in- 
dustry more active, it added. 
Freight shipments of merchandise 
increased less than usual in April, 
it continued, while department store 
sales showed an upward trend.

NEW YORK, June 1—(AP)—The 


Amtorg Trading Co, soviet union 
commercial representative in the 
United States, while declining to 
comment today on the absence of 
Russia discussion at the n&&onal 
foreign trade convention, saii^Kus- 
sian business with America mtd de- 
clined greatly in the last fewRionths 
in the face of increasing European 
trade. 


Though the Soviet was included 


on the official program at other 
foreign trade conventions, it, along 
with Canada, was not formally re- 
presented at the New York meeting 
which- ended last week. 


The Amtorg statement pointed to 


long term credits granted by Ger- 
many, Italy and other 
European 


countries under government guar- 
antees, as the reason for Europe's 
increased trade. 
Buying From Gennny. 
"The outstanding agreement of 


this nature was that recently con- 
cluded between the Soviet and lead- 
ing German Industrialists, providing 
for the purchase in Germany of 
about $75,000,000 worth of products 
between April 15 and August 31, 
1931," the Amtorg statement said. 


"These purchases, which provide 


for long term credits guaranteed to 
the extent of 60 per cent of the 
total by the German government, 
are gxpected to bring German ex- 
ports to the soviet union up to about 
$200,000,000 this year, as compared 
with $125,000,000 last year. 
Accord With Italy. 


"A credit accord reached between 


the Soviet and Italy provides for 
purchases of about 418,400,000 dur- 
ing the current year. These are 
guaranteed up to 75 per cent of the 
total by the Italian government? It 
is now reported from reliable sources 
that negotiations are under way to 
increase the credits provided for in 
Italy to $31,400,000." 


The Amtorg also suggests that 


other agreements are soon to be 
reached with England, and 
European countries. 


"All this activity," says the state- 
ment," contrasts sharply with the 
drop in Soviet purchases recorded 
in the United States. Recently the 
Amtorg announced that purchases 
of American products by Amtorg 
fefl from $60,441.000 in the six 
months ending March 31, 1930 to 
$33.385.000 in the same period of the 
current year.

PHILLIPS 
BACCALAUREATE 


Wesleyan Seniors Told 
Life to Man With Faith 


Is Great Adventure. 


Rev. George H. Phillips of One- 


onta, N. Y., addressed members .of 
the graduating class of Nebraska 
Wesleyan university Sunday after- 
noon at the annual baccalaureate 
services, using as his theme the an- 
alogy of life to an- adventurous 
journey. 


"Life to a man who has faith in 


God and confidence in himself is a 
great adventure," said the Kev. Mr. 
Phillips. "The quest for God is the 
greatest adtenture of the 
ages. 


Some men are defiant, some indif- 
ferent, and some have lost their hold 
on God and are sorry for it. The 
predominant note in modern schol- 
arship is the spiritual interpretation 
of the world. The materialistic yiew 
of the universe, once current in the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centur- 
ies is now obsolete. 
Truths Are Discovered. 
"The leading thinkers of those 


centuries held that God was but a 
projection of man's feelings. Today 
the living, spiritual, morai person- 
ality ,is a .necessary assumption for 
the foundation of the world. No man 
will discover God on any other basis. 
We do not say now: "You must be- 
lieve thus and so for the church 
teaches it." The basis has shifted 
from authority to experience. The 
greatest truths are not proved, but 
discovered. Man can not prove that 
a hero as to be preferred to a cow- 
ard; that has to be demonstrated 
in experience. After 
Wordsworth 


has become saturated with the ra- 
tionalism of France in the age of 
revolution, he went back to England 
to re-assert the beliefs fundament- 
al to him, which he expressed in the 
passage: 
For I have learned 
To look on nature, not as in the 


hour 
Of thoughtless youth; but hear- 


ing oftentimes 
The still, sad music of humanity, 
Nor harsh nor grating, though of 


ample power 
To chasten and subdue. 
Mr. Phillips held that along with 


the discovery of God should come 
the discovery of self." Man can not 
be explained in terms of protons 
and electrons," he declared. He re- 
called a question of a student in- his 
undergraduate days in Wesleyan as 
to whether there were anything in 
the oft-repeated statement that 
"millions now living will never die." 
The professor to whom the question 
was propounded answered like 
a 
flash: "Millions now living are al- 
ready dead." To realize our place in 
the worid re-birth is necessary,'" he 
said. 
"Following the discovery of self 
will come the discovery of human- 
ity," said Mr. Phillips. "The social 
implications of religion and educa- 
tion are necessary. You can not see 
mankind in a right relation without 
the principles which Jesus taught 
You may crucify Him again 
but 


you must subscribe to His teachings. 
The Norwegian writer, Bjornson, 
once a member of his parliament 
was hissed out of the assembly. The 
mob came to his house and assault- 
ed the writer in his docrway, and 
then left, singing the national an- 
them. Bjornson said that was f'the 
greatest thrill of his life. He was 
author of the national anthem. If 
you discover humanity and estab- 
lish brotherhood on earth, you will 
have to sing the song of Jesus. 
"The fourth discovery is the ad- 
venture of self-investment, said Mr. 
Phillips. "This, he said, is well ex- 
pressed in the poem, "I have 
a 
rendezvous with life" by Countee 
Cullen.' Sacrificial service is the 
test of the greatest discoveries, he 
said.

sister was protective with the baby 
as always and the baby apparently 
merely regarded the afternoon as 
an exceptionally fine frolic.

farewell with smiling eyes. 
That family looks like a success 


Both children, it is evident, feel 
qute secure in then: parents' love 
Even being away from them does 
not shake their faith that all is 
well in their world. Heunited, they 
do not lose their poise. 
Only a family united in recipro- 


cal affection can produce such an 
attitude. This one essential being 
right, children can accept all sorts 
of changes with happiness anc 
equanimity. 
Lacking 
it, 
every 


change is apt to be accompaniec 
by an inner fear which produces 
all sorts of difficulties in the child's 
relation to play and learning and 
routine demands.

Are the scoldings an* punish- 
ments which she receives so satis- 
lying (since after all they are at- 
tention of a sort) that she finds 
being a chatterbox on the whole a 
satisfactory way of putting herself 
across? 


Is she perhaps Trinca ignored «.._ 
pushed aside by grown-ups? 
Is 


she nervous and over-stimulated? 
For constant chatter may well be a 
symptom of a kind of nervous 
fatigue. 
Has she hi tbe past been much 
praised for being quick and clever 
with her tongue, so that she over- 
developed this way of getting ap- 
proval? 


Even for so simple a problem as 
a three-year-old chatter-box there 
is no ready-made solution that •will 
fit any one case in particular. It1 
Js necessary to stndy tbe chfld's 
daily life and to see Just why she 
talks so much, what toe gets out 
ol it, and on the basis of this in- 
sight help her to get these same 
satisfactions in a better -way.

He said a sur- 
vey by the Cotton Textile institute 
of New York disclosed 11,840 retail 
stores in forty-eight states, more 
than 100 wholesale concerns, twenty 
one national trade associations and 
nineteen of the nation's largest 
chain and mail order houses are 
participating in the movement. 


The cotton industry, in promoting 


its own interests this week, hopes 
to make a contribution toward gen- 
eral business r e v i v a l , he said, 
through increasing t h e buying 
power of "the more than 12,000,000 
Americans" employed in the various 
phases of the industry.

George Reed of Falls City, alias 
Walter Bailee, sought for almost 
three years m connection with the 
daylight holdup of the " Bank of 
Salem at Salem, Neb., was arrested 
today in Gillette, Wyo. 
Wyoming authorities telegraphed 
Richardson county officers that 
Reed would waive extraaiwon and 
Sheriff Lewis Davies left immedi- 
ately to return him. Three men en- 
tered the bank at Salem August 28, 
1928, and escaped with $512, all in 
silver. A fourth man remained in 
the automobile in which the robbers 
left the town. 
Warrants originally were issued 
for Reed, Sam Morns, Fred Trimble 
and John Doe. Morris was shot to 
death in a gun fight with Chief of 
Police Sam Tulk in Ponca City, 
Okla., a few days after the "Salem 
robbery. Trimble was arrested, but 
officers were unable to definitely 
connect him with the robbery. He 
now is in the Nebraska peniten- 
tiary serving a 10 year sentence^ for 
the sensational "threshing machine" 
robbery at the Joseph Kunhart 
home in 1927, when several thou- 
sand dollars was stolen from a tool 
box on a threshing machine.

FIREMEN BURNED 
IN OMAHA BLAZE 


Twenty-one Are Hurt in 


Sunday-Lumber Yard 


Fire. 


OMAHA, June 1— (ff>— Twenty- 


one firemen were burned or injured 
none seriously, while fighting flames 
in a lumber yard here Sunday. Dam- 
age was estimated at $50,000. 


Spread rapidly by a stiff breeze, 


the flames had gained great head- 
way before firemen arrived at the 
south side yard of the J. B. Watkins 
Lumber Co. The fire was of unde- 
termined origin. 


Most of the firemen suffered se- 
vere burns while fighting the flames 
at close range. Several were injured 
by inhaling fumes from a pile of 
lime that had become drenched with 
water. 
For several hours firemen sought 


to keep the blaze from spreading, to 
nearby stores and residences, being 
largely successful. A neighboring 
hay barn and one residence were 
damaged. 
Lack of oressure in neighboring 
water mains hindered firemen. One 
engine company was forced to run a 
line five blocks to reach the fire 
scene. 
Shortly after the first alarm was 
sounded at 6:30 a. m., Fire Chief 
Patrick Cogan ordered two addi- 
tional ladder companies and nine 
engine companies to the scene. They 
worked all day to bring the flames 
under control and a detachment re- 
mained all night to guard against 
further outbreaks. 
J. B. Watkins, owner of the lum- 


ber company, estimated losses to the 
yard at $25,000, while officials of the 
Kratky company, hay dealer, esti- 
mated a loss of $10,000 to hay stored 
in its barn. The remainder of the 
damage was done to nearby homes, 
many 
of which were deserted 
throughout the day. 
Only six of the firemen injured 


were hurt badly enough to be re- 
moved to their homes. The remain- 
der returned to their work after re- 
ceiving emergency treatment.

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COMING CLOSER TO HOME. 
Not until Mrs. Stanley Baldwin, wife of the former, 


British premier, directed attention recently to certain 
features of the Soviet 5-year plan did tfie full force 
of its significance become clear. 


Mrs. Baldwin said she was "boiling mad" over the 


competition of Russian forced-labor products with 
British goods. The kernel is found in the expression 
"forced-labor." What it actually amounts to is hu- 
man slavery. The workers in the Soviet industrial 
establishments, and the laborers who operate the gi- 
gantic "state farms" are in fact serfs of the commu- 
nistic government. They have no voice in the matter 
of working hours or compensation. Every condition 
attending .their employment is fixed by the small 
group which'exercises absolute authority in Russia, 


The point is that communism as practiced there is 


none the less autocratic than the most despotic ruler 
who ever occupied the throne of Russia. In enforcing 
its will It has been more cruel and bloodthirsty. It 
has executed thousands and thousands of "political 
prisoners" who openly or secretly opposed commun- 
ism It tells the Individual how much-food he may 
eat, what he may eat, the recreation which he may 
have, the hours which he shall work and the tasks 
which he shall perform. 
Individual initiative Is 


wiped out. The Russian under soviet rule has be- 
come purely automatic in his life, mechanically fol- 
lowing the rules established for his well-being. 


If the results were to be shared and were to fall 


upon Russia alone, there could be no complaint from 
other countries. But they cannot because Russia Is 
reaching out for-foreign trade, seeking to rehabitate 
lier industries, her agriculture, and her finances by 
selling whatever surpluses can be produced there to 
the rest of the world. When the enormous resources 


r of the country are recalled, the. real peril is appar- 


ent. For Russia is enormously rich in natural re- 
sources. It has coal, it has oil, it has the largest un- 
touched forests of any country in the world, it has 
limitless tracts of rich soil capable of producing as- 
tounding crops of wheat and other grains. It can 
with very little effort produce enough "meat to feed 
all.of Europe. It has furs and gold and other pre- 
cious metals. Large sections of southern Siberia, 
abounding in wealth, have never been touched by^the 
wandering Mongolian tribesmen who inhabit it and 
make no effort to utilize its opportunities. 


* • * 


It was this which this Intelligent British woman 


was considering when she pleaded with her country to 
close the doors to Russian merchandise. 
She was 


looking ahead to the day when a new Russia, with 
great factories, equipped with, the very latest Ameri- 
can machinery, manned by millions of Russians who 
work for what the government tells them they will 
get, conquers the world with an economic sword In- 
stead of one of .hardened-steel. 


If Russia under the iron heel of gtalin does suc- 


ceed in carrying out the 5-year plan, the fear which 
Mrs. Baldwin expressed becomes that much more real. 
Western ctvilzation—Germany, I*rance, Great Britain 
and the United States—with a governmental scheme 
diametrically opposed to the system which has been 
set up in Russia, will be committing suicide. Demo- 
cratic institutions of government cannot survive when 
human slavery replaces liberty. The most crushing 
slavery has its roots in economic soil. Russia pays 
her laborers only a fraction of what the European 
worker gets. Why should she pay more? Commun- 


• ism has set itself up as the providence of the Individ- 


ual. The state will look after her children's needs. 
The necessities of life wfll come out of the common 
pot. The food which is consumed, the clothing which 
is -worn, the house which furnishes shelter—aH of this 
and much more is furnished by the state. There is 
no fear of old age for it is not longer an individual 
responsibility but the irony of the nation. Com- 
munism has not functioned 'sufficiently long to de- 
termine what -will become of these younger genera- 


' tions caught up in the swirling vortex of communis- 


•' tic enthusiasm. It may be their tragic late to dis- 


cover a state which was so anxious to utilise their

CHICAGO'S FINANCIAL PROBLEM. 
*" 


The troublesome state of public finances in Chi- 


cago, which came to a head two years ago when "Big 
Bill" Thompson was running the city government, 
threatens another crisis at this time. Collection of 
taxes is about two years behind, due to a reassess- 
ment of property which was ordered to correct glar- 
ing inequalities. Mayor Cermak says the municipal 
government will be forced to borrow large sums again, 
as It did on previous occasions, through the issuance 
and sale of tax anticipation warrants. 


Right there a serious difficulty arises. Banks and 


other financial instiutions which came to the rescue 
heretofore by purchasing such warrants are less will- 
Ing to do so now. .They don't see- where the city is 
going to be much 'better off'Six months or a year 
hence than it is at present. The warrants may go 
begging and sell at a discount unless the Cermak ad- 
ministration can give definite assurance of a radical 
Improvement in the manner of conducting the pub- 
lic business. 


Chicago is learning by bitter experience public 


credit depends on the same factors as private credit. 
That is, in order to be able to borrow money when 
needed, a city must have the reputation of paying its 
bills promptly when'due. It may fall behind once, due 
to unusual circumstances, but when the habit becomes 
chronic it makes money lenders more cautious. 


A new complication has developed in ttie form of 


a demand by the -Chicago real estate federation to 
have the back taxes for 1930 remitted and cancelled 
on the books. The proposal is to Issue bonds for sev- 
eral hundred million dollars, representing the total 
tax revenue due for that year and not yet paid. This 
would relieve property. owners of paying both the 
1930 and 1931 taxes this'year. 
' 
* 


. That kind of financing Is hardly the right solution 
for the problem. It merely postpones the evil day of 
settlement and adds heavily to the annual interest 
burdens which will have to be met. 


Nebraska did a much better Job of it in dealing 


with the state deficit of 4^ million dollars several 
years ago. The legislature ordered and the people 
paid a special" tax levy for 1927 which raised the en- 
tire amount. The indebtedness was all taken care of 
and the state is back on a cash basis, its warrants 
worth 100 cents on the dollar. Instead of owing 
money, Nebraska holds about $14,000,000 of bonds of 
other states and of its own cities, counties, school dis- 
tricts, and other subdivisions. It has a cash balance 
of about GK million dollars in the treasury besides. 


Yet Nebraska has been' carrying on a program of 


state highway construction, building a new capitol, 
erection of buildings at various state institutions, and 
other public works on a scale relatively equal to Chi- 
cago's expenditures for municipal projects, including 
the 1933 world's fair. 


If Chicago had gone at things in the Nebraska way, 


instead of letting profe<w!cT-i! politicians squander 
its revenue and ruin Its credit, the city would now be 
in much better shape financially than it is.

WE CAN'T BUILD CATHEDRALS. 


. Some great task, challenging enough to engage the 
wholehearted efforts of all people, Is the greatest need 
of the day, Or. Lorado Taft declared Sunday at the 
University of Nebraska baccalaureate services. This 
task should be something to motivate the individual, 
give him purpose in life, a goal to the attainment of 
which he will consecrate his efforts. 


In the so-called "dark ages" the building of great 


cathedrals furnished a task of this kind, the noted 
American sculptor pointed out in his address Sunday. 
Even though they kept a watchful eye onthe achieve- 
ments of. neighboring towns, the French villagers were 
"building for the glory of God." Their very lives 
were consecrated to the work, although their part in 
the construction of the magnificent cathedrals may 
have been no greater than acting as beasts of burden 
in hauling the stone from the quarries to the build- 
ing site. 


The cynicism which pervades the life of today is 


evidence of the need' of finding such a task as Dr. 
Taft has in mind. The moral, in tellectual and politi- 
cal life o'f today all suffer from this cynicism. "What's 
the use" is our philosophy. We have not only lost 
faith in our leaders but even in ourselves. There is 
no common purpose to command the attention of any 
great number of people. Self-interest and self ad- 
vancement have replaced any worthwhile goals. 


Civilization has reached the stage where the build- 


ing of a great cathedral would not serve to motivate 
the lives of any large number of people. The task 
to unify the aspirations and efforts today will not be 
concerned with the building of any great monument, 
city or county—from a physical point of view. 
, The only hope of finding a challenging task to en- 
gage the interest of the world is in the building of a 
new society or the reconstruction of our political, 
spiritual social life. This is the type of task which 
might motivate the lives of the people in a communi- 
ty, a nation or in the world. 


Russia seems to have come the nearest to supply- 


ing its,people with a purpose in life. Communism has 
touched every Individual in the Soviet Union and has 
virtually revolutionized every phase of life in Russia. 
The goal of "the classless society" is held before the 
people. The ditch digger is taught to believe that his 
work is as valuable to Russia, as much a part of the 
effort to attain this goal, as the efforts of a member 
of the supreme economic council. , 


Most Americans believe that Russia has a/false 


goal. We think: that the evils of r^TWMn8'"??, the 


pastor in a kindly way and are al- 
ways ready for a bright social hour. 
But when the Lord's Day comes they 
are not in their pews. The poorer 
members of a church are usually 
more responsive than its well-to-do 
attendants. Too often financial as- 
cendancy spells spiritual decline in 
a family, and relaxation of church 
discipline seldom if ever arrests that 
decline. 


Tou are right in your assertion 
that nothing can taHe the place of 
pastoral care. The assiduous under- 
shepherd is loved and trusted more 
that the pulpit orator who supposes 
he can hold-his fellow members 
solely by his preaching. That may 
attract outsiders and they may 
crowd the auditorium. But their cas- 
ual attendance is no more a wor- 
shiping and working church than a 
pile of bricks is a building. On the 
other hand, not a few 
ministers 
have developed social activities and 
done much to make the 
services 
alive and interesting. These meth- 
ods commend themselves, provided 
they are not vulgarized by sensa- 
tional practices. 


As for your sensation experience, 
I have no defense to make for the 
neglect you deem blameworthy. But 
I feel bound to say that if you were 
as deeply in earnest about your re- 
ligious life as you are about the ma- 
terial needs of your household, you 
would not have absented yourself 
from the church because of 
the 
treatment you received on a single 
occasion. 


Would It not have been better for 
you to have greeted the pastor after 
the service You attended, telling him 
where you lived, expressing a desire 
to help him in his work, and solicit- 
gln his religious oversight for your 
chldren? I think so. Possibly he did 
not know you were present on the 
occasion you mention. After all, a 
preacher cannot do the joint dut: 
of a traffic policeman and at the 
same time edify an expectant con- 
gregation.

With money plentiful and cheap, however. Treas- 


urer Mellon has been attempting to take advantage 
of the short term obligations to reduce the nation's 
interest burden. Wherever it has been possible to je- 
tirc a portion of the public debt by Issuing sew se- 
curities at a lower interest rate, Mr. MeBon has done 
it. The, saving- in the last two years has run into 
millions of dollars. 


Now Mr. Mellon reverses his policy and prepares to 


float bonds of nearly a bHUon dollars to take up some 
of the short term'obligations. It is an evidence that 
in his mind, at least, the demand for many -win be- 
come more brisk and interest rates wQl accordingly 
go higher.

The best that treatment can be ex- 
pect sometimes is to make the pa- 
tient as comfortable as possible.

Pat- 
rolmail Edward Smith was his vic- 
tim. He shot Smith to death Satur- 
day with an automatic pistol when 
the policeman ordered him, 
his 


brother Carl, 13, and Schuyler Pear- 
son, 15, from the swimming pool of 
the John Marshall high school. 
Judge Mary Bartelme of the juv- 


enile court said discretion rested 
with the state's attorney, as 
to 
whether the boy should face a jury 
in criminal court or come before 
her. She added that there had been 
instances in Cook county of boys 
under 17 being tried for murder in 
the criminal court and also in the 
juvenile court, but that none had 
ever been executed. 


Re-Enacts Killing:. 
Young Corry, who but recently 


got his first pair-of long trousers, 
led officers to the swimming pool 
yesterday to re-enact for them the 
killing. He was accompanied by his 
youthful companions, who also ap- 
peared to be unemotional. 
"While the policeman was about 


fifteen, feet away I picked up the 
gun from ray clothes on the beach 
here and ssid 'stick' em up," the 
boy said. "He came up closer and 
stepped behind a pole. I saw him 
move his hssd toward his own gun. 
I walked toward the pillar and fired 
two shots. He fired once and hit 
the second finger of my right hand. 
Then we all picked up our clothes 
and ran."Admits Stole Pistol. 


The youth told the police he had 


broken into the John Marshall 
school on previous occasions 
to 


swim or loot, and confessed he. had 
stolen the pistol from a desk hi the 
school's gymnasium. He is a student 
in another high school. His mother 
and his teacher paid they found his 
act incomprehensible. 
Police Sergeant Garrett Fleming, 


who questioned the boy, blamed the

$225,000 and having a yearly income 
of $20,000. She is asking the court 
for reasonable alimony. 
Forburger charges his wife with 
cruelty, the same charge which she 
is making against him in her peti- 
tion. Her charge is based on allga- 
tion that he repeatedly struck her 
and kicked her while he alleges that 
she displayed a violent and ungov- 
ernable temper. They were married 
at Kansas City, Mo., Deceerabeer 23, 
1929.- Mrs. Forburger, brought her 
action, November 26,1930- 
Claims Broke Up Happy Life. 
He charges in his cross-petition 
that at the Time he met his present 


I wife in the fall of 1924 he was living 
happily with his second wife, Clara 
M. Forburger, and that the third 
wife, then the' wife • of John L. 
Shaffer, constantly importuned hum 
to provide for her, saying "she was 
not cut out for a business woman." 
After Vivian Shaffer got a divorce 
in 1925, Forburger alleges she came 
to his home and demanded that his 
second wife give him a divorce. 
When the second wife did,get a 


divorce in 1929, Forburger claims his 
present wife demanded that he 
marry her under threat of prisecu- 
tion. After they were married and 
moved to the present Forburger 
home in Piedmont addition, he 
claims his wife flew into a violent 
rage because he said he couldn't af- 
ford to have her daughter, Helen 
Shaffer, live with them. At that 
time, Eileen Forburger, his daughter 
by his first wife was making her 
,home with the Forburgers. 


Forburger explains an incident of 
April 1, to which his wife alludes in 
her divorce suit, by setting o\it that 
she was responsible fo» any injuries 
she may have received. He alleges 
that he and Eileen had prepared 
dinner, Mrs. Forburger being absent. 
While they were doing the dishes, 
he avers, his wife came in wearing 
a new dress and said to Eileen, 
"We'll see who is going to play the 
lady around here." 
Says He "Dropped" Wife. 
He claims she continued to pick 
at Eileen and attempted to quar- 
rel with her, in consequence of 
which the daughter went upstairs. 
Forburger'alleges his wife followed, 
threatening the daughter with per- 
sonal violence and that when he at- 
tempted to quiet her, she flew into 
a violent rage, screamed and threw 
herself on the floor and when he 
attempted to pick her up, she struck 
him violently on the side of the 
head, breaking his glasses and caus- 
ing him to drop her to the floor. 
Forburger alleges that in October 


after he had refused his wife use 
of an automobile belonging to the 
Forburger Stone Co., she picked up 
a rock and threw it through the car 
window, breaking the glass. He 
avers that on numerous occasions 
during October and November shs 
attacked him. hitting him on one 
occasion on the elbow with a cast 
iron skillet and striking him with a 
rolling pin at another time.

Pope Calls in Cardinals. 
ROME, June 1—(AP) — Twenty- 


four Catholic cardinals conferred 
in secret with P»pe Pius at the Vat- 
ican today, while premier Mussolini 
was consulting his advisers at the 
Chigi palace, as the widening breach 
between the Vatican and the Ital- 
ian government assumed more ser- 
ious proportions. 


,-No statement came from either 
conference, but it was expected that 
some word would come from the 
Vatican this evening, - either by a 
formal announcement or by publi- 
cation in the Osservatore Romano, 
the newspaper which frequently is 
used for official pronouncements by 
the pontiff. 
The session at the Vatican lasted 
nearly 'two hours. While it was still 
going on it was learned that the 
premier had passed the wor'd to edi- 
tors of fascist newspapers that their 
campaigns against the Catholic 
action society should cease at least 
for the time being to give an oppor- 
tunity for peaceful negotiations. 
Fears Further Violence. 
This action, it was' believed, was 
taken because of fear that continued 
anti-Catholic attacks in the news- 
papers might excite fascist students 
to further violence. 
The tension appeared to be less- 
ening, but there was nothing to in- 
dicate that the situation had lost 
any of its seriousness 
The closing of all" the Catholic 


clubs in Italy/begun by the police 
in Rome, should be completed to- 
night. 
Some of the clubs, which 
were closed already, have been in- 
formed that they may reopen. They 
probably will await word from the 
Vatican before doing so. 
The fascist position is that clubs 
which have been proven innocent of 
political activities may resume op- 
eration immediately. 


Open Rupture Looms. 


ROME, June 1—CAP)—Italy and 
the papal state stood at the cross 
roads of-an open rupture today as 
Premier Mussolini pursued his in- 
tention to dissolve the Catholic 
action society throughout Italy. The 
situation was regarded by some 
Vatican authorities as a de facto 
severance of diplomatic relations. 
The tenseness of the situation 
was aggravated by the explosion of 
four bombs near Catholic institu- 
tions in Bologna Saturday night. 
Though no damage was done, a 
Carabiniere brigadier was killed and 
two persons were injured by frag- 
ments. Thirty persons were ar- 
rested, presumably fascist youths 
opposed to the church. ' 
The pontiff said in an address to 
a group of ecclesiastics in Vatican 
City Sunday that he would invoke 
the Lateran treaty and concordat 
in protesting the closing of the 
Catholic clubs by H Duce. 
The events of the last few days, 
he said, were "the first manifesta- 
tion of proof of an education that 
is the antithesis of Christian and 
civil education and entirely given 
to hate to irreverence and to vio- 
lence. 
"B is the saddest spectacle to 
which Rome and Italy have been 
treated and it has revealed already 
how far advanced is the work^of 
destruction of all good education. 
Birthday "Sad and Unhappy." 
Calling his seventy-fourth birth- 
day "sad and unhappy,'' the pope 
continued: 
"It is well known that we have 
the right and therefore the duty to 
invoke the treaty and the concor- 
dat The Catholic world and the 
whole world, has the right to know 
that when ire were confronted with 
opposition and non-oeservance of 
the* eventful unilateral decisions we 
have not failed to take the proper 
measures and thai these measures 
are now in progress. 
"As we said last night one can 
«k for oar life but not our silence, 
when afl the things that form the 
delight of our heart and the delight 
of God are being rained. 
"Therefore, it is useless to tell 
you not to fear. We add also that 
we snaa be -with you forever."

Frank D. Tomson Back From Trip 


To East, Declares Lincoln Benefits 
By Comparison With * Other Towns 


'One needs to visit other places 


to appreciate one's own town and 
country," said Frank D. Tomson, 
who has just returned from a motor 
trip- eastward as far as Niagara 
Falls. "Mrs. Tomson and I drove 
three weeks with no particular, ob- 
jective except that I had in mind 
visiting Youngstown and Kinsman, 
O., where my parents came jrom. 
We had no schedule—no daily pro- 
gram — we determined our course 
entirely by our thoughts at the 
hour. One thing that impressed us 
was that in our meandering jour- 
ney of over 3,000 miles, we wit- 
nessed no discourtesy on the high- 
way. 
Though we passed and met 


many trucks, not once did we ob- 
serve any tendenby to take an un- 
due share of the road. "We saw no 
accident and observed only one car 
being towed in by'a wrecker. We 
saw no speeding. In those more 
densely settled regions there is not 
the incentive to speed on the high- 
way as ttiere is In our country 
where we have long stretches of 
straight highway. We encountered 
no congestion. 


"In cities, and in fact all through 
the country we visited—Indiana, 
Ohio, western Pennsylvania and 
New York—the business situation is 
less favorable than here because in- 
dustry is lagging. Yet we heard no 
complaint. Every man with whom I 
talked accepted the condition as in- 
evitable and seemed to be hopeful 
of an improved situation in the near 
future. There is much unemploy- 
ment we were assured. Yet we saw 
very little evidence of it. 
Sees Waterway Need. 


"A banker at Youngstown, com- 


menting upon the future of that 
city which is a steel manufacturing 
center, said, 'If we can provide 
waterway service, Youngstown's fu- 
ture is assured, but waterway ser- 
vice we-must have!' At Rockford, 
111 a chamber of commerce execu- 
tive, speaking of business develop- 
ment, said, 'Strange as it may sound 
to you, LaSalle on the Illinois river 
will be our seaport, which will give 
us a great advantage over our pres- 
ent situation." 
' 
"Peoria's new waterway terminal 


on the Illinois river, Involving a 
large expenditure, indicates the de- 
termination of that city to realize 
to the fullest extent the benefits of 
inland waterway transportation. The. 
Illinois river—being the connecting 
link between the Great Lakes and 
the sea, through the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, and the entire inland waterway 
system—is of distinct importance as 
a shipping route. 
"When in Indianapolis, which Is 


noted for its radiating highways 
from a most distinctive civic cen- 
ter, we went through the capitol— 
a very considerable structure of the 
old fashioned dome type built sixty 
years ago at a cost of $1,790,000. It 
is completely surrounded by tall 
business blocks and, as ajesult, 
much obscured. Later, at Madison, 
Wis., we spent some tune going 
through the capitol built just be- 
fore the outbreak of the World War 
when building costs were low. Its 
cost was approximately eight mil- 
lion dollars, ah impressi-w structure 
also of the dome type. In fact state 
capitals generally erected prior to 
the present Nebraska capitol were 
of the dome design. The Wisconsin 
capitol is on a dominating position 
—the streets radiating diagonally in 
every direction. The interior^has 
more waste space—as nearly as I 
could see—than i£ has space avail- 
able for office purposes, sixty-five 
per cent being occupied* by corri- 
dors, .such dignity of architecture 
as it possesses—and it has a lot—is 
weakened by b e i n g , completely 
hemmed in. as is the Indiana cap- 
ital, bu business houses. The zoning 
effort failed in Madison due. "as I 
understand it. *o the fact that bus- 
iness was established there before 
the new capitol was built and had 
attained such valuation that it could 
not be supplanted. 
Visit President's Tombs. 


"We visited the tombs of McKin- 
ley and Harding. I had previously 
visited the GarCeld tomb at Cleve- 
land. How strange it is that Ohio 
furnished five presidents — Hayes, 
Gaf&eld. McKinley. Taft. Harding, 
three of whom died while in office, 
tiro of then-being assassinated —— 
irith the exception oMtocoln, the 
only presidents in oar history who 
were victims of an assassin. Taft 
also died in office but as a supreme 
judge—41ie only American to fill the 
offices of president and judge of 
the supreme court 
"Of all the sqpiery which we 


viewed," nothing was more impres- 
sive than that presented in vvarkms 
places in southern and central Wis- 
consin, Occasionally the highways 
leading over the divides gave a view 
of many miles scope to all direc- 
tions.'' It would be Impossible to ade- 
quately describe the beauty which 
these timbered bills present ta their 


iety of colors stretching away to 
the distant horizon. This region has 
not been widely heralded as a scen- 
ic section but the grandeur of 
mountains, the charm of farmsteads 


outstanding and holds the interest 
of people the world over. 
Sees Fanning; Centers. 


"We drove through much won- 


derful agricultural country in Iowa, 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio — and 
much that was r»ot.\ I have been 
through those sections many times 
by train, trolley and here and there 
by auto. It is an interesting region 
—most of it to the eastward literally 
hewn out of the forest in the pio- 
neer days. I have often wondered 
how in some of those thin-soil sec- 
tions the people have survived so 
well. It is a tribute to their indus- 
try, their patience and thrift., I 
could not help, as we neared home, 
to contrast our fertile lands of eas- 
tern Nebraska and western Iowa, 
that required only the plow to con- 
vert the virgin soil into fields of 
production, with those vast sections 
eastward where the towering forasts 
had to be cleared away in- order 
that civilised human existence could 
be made possible. 


"One 
aspect we noticed In every 


town and city—the large number of 
residences with signs offering lodg- 
ing and meals for tourists. Many 
quite large homes displayed such 
signs. The prices quoted ranged 
from 50c to $1.00 for rooms with 
bath and free garage service. We 
did not patronize any of them but 
there were many inviting places, 


"We heard many complimentary 


expressions in regard to our home 
city, Lincoln. They are fully de- 
served. Our fame Is widely spread. 
We are a fortunate people. The 
destiny of this city rests in our 
hands. We may continue to increase 
its popularity or we can retard its 
development just in accordance with 
our inclination."

That Last Gasp. 


"The referee in this fight can 
make or break the fight—and make 
or break boxiny," Jacobs said. "He 
must be a man beyond reproach. I 
will insist on that to the last gasp. 
"Furthermore,-he must be a man 


who knows thoroughly the Marquis 
of Queensberry rules about hitting 
while holding and the many infrac- 
tions of that code." 
Jacobs, usually talkative enough, 
avoided mentioning any names— 
probably because so many names 
could be mentioned. The referee of 
the Schmeling-Stribling fight may 
be picked from any city or state in 
the nation, as the Cleveland com- 
mission has not insisted on the se- 
lection of home talent, or from 
some other country, although the 
latter is improbable. 
Demands Fair Fight. 


Schmeling's pilot made it plain, in 


blunt, pointed sentences, that the 
referee must be fearless enough "to

Nebraska, Not Seeking to 


Be Speaker of the 


House. 


Listed by Eastern News- 


papers as Having 


Good Chance. 


WASHINGTON, June 1 — Rep. 


Robert G. Simmons of Scottsbluff 
insists that, rather than being a 
candidate for speaker of the house 
of representatives, he is "the only 
one not a, candidate." 


Practically all the prominent 


members of the house from 
the 
middle west are being mentioned as 
possible 
successors 
to Nicholas 
Longworth as the presiding officer 
of the house, among them Rep. 
Simmons, 
a. 
recognized leader 
among the younger members. 
While the 
only confessed 
candidates are easterners, Rep. Ber- 
trand H. Snell of New York and 
Rep. John Q. TSlson, who, with the 
speaker, made up the ruling trium- 
virate in the 71st congress, there is 
constant "feeling around" for a 
middle westerner who might draw 
the support of insurgents and keep 
the support of conservative repub- 
licans, thus enabling the republi- 
cans to organize the house under 
the difficult conditions facing the 
party in the 72nd congress. 
Sncll Is Strong:. 


Rep. Snell Is chairman of the 
rules committee, and is generally 
known as a. czar and a suppressor 
of legislation. But, as one insur- 
gent middlewesterner said, "He is 
a. good trader and he will keep his 
promises," indicating that he might 
draw more support than any other 
easterner. 
Rep. Tilson, the majority leader, 


would probably have less support 
than Rep. Snell, and possibly less 
than any of the prominent eastern- 
ers who would have consideration in 
the caucus. 
Rep. Simmons is well liked. Most 


of enmities he has made are among 
District Columbia leaders who do 
not want the taxes raised in the 
national capital or who want In- 
creased pensions for widows of fire- 
men and policemen killed in line 
of duty, and so on. He, too, has 
been called a czar, but on District 
of'Columbia affairs. 
Anyhow, the Scottsbluff congress- 
man won't admit that he is a can- 
didate. Furthermore, although he 
has been here every day since 
Nicholas Longworth died, and went 
to the funeral in Cincinnati, no one 
has asked his support. Maybe the 
candidates think Rep. Simmons is 
a candidate himself. One of the 
New Tork newspapers and one of 
the Washington newspapers listed 
Rep. Simmons ase one of those with 
a best chance.
